pleased to hear so many women who were good speakers. She made 
only. brief comments as to what went on. 


DIRK DE JONCE also pointed out that the House Un-American 
Activities Committee would hold hearings here in the Springs and 
that "we" should organize now and get ready for them as had been 
done in San Francisco. He declared that this is a dangerous 
position, attack on our civil liberties, and "we must fight 
back, He added that money was needed to get out literature on 
the Lehman-Celler Bill. The collection totaled “45.00. 


In his report on the conference, CHAMBERLIN stated 
that 350 people were dedicated to give their lives for the 


freedom of America and that the conference had been a fighting 


group, discussing ways to fight back against the McCarran law. 

He pointed out that out of 102 persons sponsoring the conference, 
5 were members of the Methodist Federation for Social Action and 
33% were church workers. It would seem, he stated that church 

people are waking up to the dangers in America. Whether we have 
a police. state or not we must fight back. CHAMBERLIN went on to 
say that it is stated that the National Committee for Protection 


‘of the Foreign Born is fathered .by the Communist Party. He 


a 
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commented that the State Department is giving the CP a complement 
but that this movement was an inspiration of the people dedicated 
to fighting for the freedoms and democratic rights. He went on 
to'say a high-light of the conference was a report by Professor 
LOUISE P. SMITH on her national tour for the American Committee 
for Protection of the Foreign Born and the development of the act 
to win public help on the Letman-Celler Bill when Congress con- 
venes in January. 


Mention was made by CHAMBERLIN of the ERNESTO MANGAWANG 
case, a Filipino whom the courts had declared was a nationalist 
and not an alien when he entered this country. CHAMBERLIN de- 
clared that this case would help some 7,000 immigrants from 
the Philippines who no longer can be harassed by the Justice 
Department. CHAMBERLIN went on to say that there is a drive to 


' de-naturalize some 10,000 naturalized citizens and that this com- 


mittee must fight this treatment to Americans. 


HANK CURL suggested that the committee draft a resolution 
to petition Congress to hold hearings on the Lehman-Celler Bill.

ALAN MacEWAN remarked that he thinks it is wrong to give 
MeCARTHY so much publicity, that that was just what the Senator 
wanted. : ;

’ by the aristocratic rich and that there is a feud within the 
GOP since both sides want to use the Communist issue for 
election purposes. Consequently,. the EISHutOwark eroun does 
not wish to avpear .ot in full agreement. w.vh MeCARTHY, 
McCARTHY and his bacxers want to make MeGac wd president. 
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They are "right of right" and will slap dow BISENHOWER's army 
: or take any way to undermine the other wing of GOP. McCARTHY

The informant advised that MARK CHAMPERLIN gave the 
devotion which related to the days of the Prophet JEREMIAH and 
the oppression of the people by the children of Babylon. This 
brought on a discussion: by those present of a comparison of those 
times and the present day conditions. According to the informant, 
MELVIN LONDON stated that it was his belief that the group must 
have an "agonizing appraisal" of where the organization is going. 
He commented that he felt there were sufficient good pamphlets 
and papers in circulation that the OFSA should not put out a 
news letter at this time; that he further felt they should not 
have open meetings any more or any publicity. He pointed out 
that he, LONDON, ‘is now blacklisted and there is a danger of 
many persons being put out of their jobs. He referred to MARK 
CHAMPERLIN as being different in that because of his profession 
he was independent and could not lose his way of life. CHAMBERLIN 
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MBERLIN) 
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was apologetic to LONDON in that he expressed regret if it was | 
through his actions that LONDON had been 1éd into the position he 
finds himself and he; CHAMEERLIN, suggested that they examine the 
strategy and tactics of their organization and with that he called 
upon the advice and opinion of those present. 


MELVIN LONDON commented that there is a gréat army of 
"untouchables" in the United States as well as in the world in the 
form of persons who are collecting unemployment compensation. He 
pointed out that the middle class are not aware of these conditions 
and are being lulled into a lost senses of security through the 
various mediums of communication. 


He felt that until such time as the middle class of 
satisfied people of America through loss of jobs and other crises 
are thrown into the "untouchable" class would there be a feeling 
of the masses for a need of change. He remarked he felt they 
should continue to work but he could see no need of publicity 
and pointed out that it is his view they would not gather in the 


masses at this time. 


HAMISH MacKAY, according to the informant, disagreed 
with LONDOF and remarked that he did not belteve he had lost any 
jobs through political action and he didn't think that things 
were fascist as yet. He pointed out that only the preceeding day 
(NELS) PETERSEN had won a stay for MACKIE for at least a year 
until other cases are ruled upon by the Supreme Court as test cases. 


LONDON commented that he could not understand MacKAY's 
view point in view of the position MacKAY now finds himself. 
MackKAY remarked that he was going to continue with the OFSA and 
to bring in new members. 


HELEN NEUENSCHWA' DER remarked that she felt the OFSA 
should study Americans as wéll as themselves; that they do not 
want to stop the work of the OFSA but should make an appraisal 
of their efforts with the view to some changes in the direction 
toward which they were workings 


FRED WEUENSCHWAYDER remakred that in Europe "we" met 
as workers in small (underground) groups; that they respected 
and trusted one another and studied together. Each man being 
turned out as a leader and all looked down on the "middle" class. 
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CLARENCE RERGQUIST disagreeded with the. comments of all 
the others, stating he felt & depression is just around the 
corner; that people wanted a better world in which to live and are 
already in a starting depression. LONDON then remarked to 
PERGQUIST in the form of a question that the latter was being 
taken in by the untouchable’: class of workers now unemployed and 
being kept much in the background. 


CHAMBERLIN raised the question as to what the executive. 
yoard desired to do with repsect to the scheduled public meeting 
at which Dr. HARRY F. WARD is scheduled to appear, January 30, 
1955 in Portland. One of the board members pointed out that the 
tickets for this meeting already had been printed. CHAMPERLIN 
made the observation that he wondered if they could have the 
"CHAMBERLIN Speaxers Pureau" as sponsors for WARD's appearance 
instead of the OFSA. LONDON raised the question of having the 
"Religious Freedom Committee" with Rev. REED as chairman to 
sponsor the appearance. CHAMPERLIN replied that Rev. (PAUL) 
WRIGHT is on the Religious Freedom Committee and that he, Rev. 
WRIGHT, would not let "us" even have STAFLEY EARL speak on behalf 
of DAVID HYJM in his church, CHAMBERLIIT then suggested that 
Rev. REED be asked if he would be head of some Religious Freedsom 
Committee to sponsor WARD suggesting they try one open meeting. 
Informant noted that two additionel meetings with WARD as speaker 
are to be held with no publicity bteine given there to, only by 
word of mouth. These meetinzs are to be held at the residence of 
MELVIN LONDON. 


On January , 1955, informant advised orally that the 
above executive board meeting was a "knock down and drag out" 
affair. The discussion in connection there:-with being very heated 
so much so that informant was fearful that CHAMRERLIY, who was 
in the middle of the dispute, might suffer sawattack. Informant 
stated that a discussion was had during the meeting with reference 
to the film recently shown at an OFSA meeting and which had been 
made available by the National Council of American Soviet 
Priendship in New York. CHAMBERLIN brought up that payment 
in the amount of $10 for the use of the film should be sent to the 
NCASF, MELVIN LONDON raised the question as to whether the 
organization is on the Attorney General's list.

BERGQUIST commented that the script for this play-has 
been prepared by someone from the original play for presentation 
with seven characters. He commented that this play has been and 
is being put on all over the United States; that someone in 
Seattle, Washington, has a copy of the script. BARBARA MacKENZIE 
and ELRERTA WOLLAM were supposed to have gotten a copy of the 
seript for use in Portland. In this connection he noted that 
they had written a special delivery letter to Seattle and in 
addition had telephoned twice with reference to the script. He 
personally having given the money for such calls to PARPARA 
MackKENZIE. He did not know whether the person in Seattle was 
handling the script and had no knowledge of the difficulties 
encountered for their inability to obtain the script. 


Informant further related that during the executive .. 
board meeting on the nicht of January 3, 1955, CHAMPERLIN announced 
that Rev. REED had agreed to CHAMBERLIN's request that REED lead - 
six classes or lectures to be held on six different nights at 
the residence of Mrs. (BEVERLY) STRIPLIN. Informant noted that 
this action arose as a result of a recent request which had been 
made by MARTINA CURL of CHAMBERLIN for some lectures on religion 
which could be applied to everyday living.

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In connection with the above leaflets, informant said 
that he and REX ran off 1500 for the following day. 


After a time the three men who had gone out to distribute 
material came .back and the group then went to the home of REX 
WATSON to fold more leaflets. Prior to leaving, however, RERNY 
LEOPOLD came to the WOLLAM home and told WATSON his wife wanted 
him to come home. (In this connection lorally advised on 
1/9/55 while there LEOPOLD commented that his wife, ROSE LEOPOLD, 

as supposed. to be working on the leaflets and she certainly 
as not going to that day.) 


At the WATSONS, BARBARA MactENZIE and THERASA WATSON 
were waiting to get the WATSON car to drive to Gresham to see 
Reve MARK CHAMBERLIN, While they were gone, WATSON, JESSIE 
BATES and the informant became involved in a discussion on 
Faesim in the United States. (More information of pertinance 
concerning this matter will be set out later). Upon their 
return from seeing CHAM?ERLIN, BARBARA stated that he did not 
believe the Seattle people should be on the program at the Jenuary 
14 meeting. That only the four defendants should be present. 
PARBARA had assured him that there would be no Seattle people 
there. Whereupon REX became very angry and asked why she had 
told CHAMFERRLIN that, that she knew people from Seattle were 
going to be on the program as advertised in the leaflet. BAR™ARA 
claimed she did not know this and consequently had lied to 
CHAMRERLIN. She then began to turn upon VIRGINIA MALBIN whose 
idea it allegedly was in the first place. BARBANA accused VIRGINIA 
of not actually doing any work but trying to dominate the 
committee. 


Subsequently RARPARA and JESSIE “ATES departed and 
NORMAN HAALAND appeared at‘night to help with the leaflets. 


During the period when the informant and THERSA WATSON- 
were along THERASA related a number of things in confidence. 
She said that WATSON's father is a Communist and has been for a 
number of years. A brother of REX's is a good musician and has a 
good job here in Portland. He is acquainted with EDDIE DORTCH,.

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She also said that she did not belong to the Communist 
Party. REX did not think she was ready yet because of her religion. 
She had talked to NORMAN HAALAND about the matter and he had told 
her very plainly they the Communist Party did not believe in 
religion and neither did he. She stated that she certainly did. 


TERESA further expressed concern over the belief that 
REX might be questioned and she would have to go through the 
same things as MIKE WOLLAM, PARBARA MacKENZIs and DORIS SIMPSON. 


She also related that the Party dia Hee trust HERB 
SIMPSON. That HER®PIE had been caught red handed and confronted 
with several charges. He of course had denied everything. He 
was accused on one occasion of instructing the professionals 
to stay out of anything connected with one brochures being put 
out by the CPCR, 


In connection with SIMPSON =e orally on 
1/9/55 that according to TERESA WATSOY, the Party had accused 
SIMPSON of working closely with the Fels that it had proof. 
HERPIE allegedly had been trapped. He had been | onted with 
evidence and he had lied about it. It ae said, 
that the party was prepared to"do a job on him The Party 
however, according to TERESA is afraid of BRE IE, and consider 
him its weakest link. 


Concerning TEPESA's relision, informant commented that 
she is definitely relicious, a devout Catholic, and indicated 
that she would not join the CP. In addition she is quite 
bitter that the Party leaders had made fun of her and her religion. 
This ridicule had finally reached the extent that REX cad finally 
told the members to lay off her and her religion. 


In telling of REXts family, TERESA pointed out that 
REX WATSON's father was at one time a Comminist and that his 
unele, whose last names is DOCTER, is a party leader in Washington. 
TERESA asserted to the informant that she did not care what her 
husband and other Party members did as long as they left her alone. 


Concerning the leaflet mentioned above which the 
informant and REX WATSON mimeographed at the WOLLAMS, informant 
said that this was done in a small room off the kitchen in the 
WOLLAM residence. This room being used as more or less a library

It is also believed by that this room also 
contains Party records,.. It is located on the S. E. corner of 
the home.

Relative to the argument mentioned above which took 
place at the WATSON home, REX WATSON mentioned an article written 
by WILLIAM Z. FOSTER which appeared in the November issue of 
"Political Affairs". In this article FOSTER declared that we do ~ 
not have Fascism in the United States. R dicated that he 
agreed with FOSTER while JESSIE SATES and immediately took 
the opposite view. Whereupon WATSON indicated that he apparently 
had attended some class concerning this article commenting that 
it all had been cleared up for him.. He further admitted that the 
line of reasoning followed by FOSTER is a new move on the part of 
the CP nationally. The thought is thet if the Party contends 
that there is currently fatism in the United Stated the people, 
who apparently are contended, might claim that things are all 
right and if this is fawism lets have more of ite Consequently 
the party will content that there is no fdécism in the United States 
but that there are the makings of fa&cism here and these makings 
must be stopped. REX said that "we" have been studying for some 
time on this subject. The informant pointed out that some one 
must have explained this to REX because he is not that much of a

He added that the Velde Committee already knew the 
answers to these questions and "furthermore had no right whatever 
to snoop into people's personal lives."

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HERBERT SIMPSON told an incident where he and a "friend" 
were distributing brochures (of himself and the other defendarts) 
in their car, when they noticed another car following them. He 
said they tried to lose this car but to no avail, He went on 
to say that they knew for certain it was the police or the FBI. 

He concluded with "So you see brothers and sisters, we are really 
living in a Fascist, police state!" Preceeding this, SIMPSON 

had related how this car had driven close to them and one of 

its occupants had shouted to them, "you should be tarred and 
feathered 1" 


Rev. STEPHEN FRITCHMAN remarked at the last, how he was 
looking forward to the day which he feels is not far off, when 
"comradely people like us her tonight, can live and work together 
in the world we are building and working for, safe and free from 
this Fascist force we are now struggling under" At this the 
applause from the audience was deafening. 


Rev. FRITCHMAN spoke at Reed College. The professional 
group in Portland gave a dinner for FRITCHMAN at the Multnomah 
Hotel. VIRGINIA MALRIN was one of the leads in this. This group 
gave +300 to be used to fight the Smith Act and for the help 
and support of these defendants.

Informant advised orally it should have been 
i/10/55.) During their conversation WATSON advised the informant

WATSON also told the informant something of his background 
which paralleled information previously furnished by Mrs. WATSON, 
Concerning his wife, however, REX said that she had asked to be 
veinstated in the Communist Farty and was turned down on the basis 
chat she was weak and had’ never proven herself to se Communist 
material, REX said that he disagreed.

PAOQU. Mrs. KRAUSE indicated that her husband is a member of the church 
council at the Centenary-Wilbur Church and taat he was greatly incensed 
at the possibility of having such a speaker there. He instructed his wife 
HARRIETT to make every effort to block any appearance at the Centenary-“ilbur 
Church of Father siacLAUGHLIN in view of his membership in the PAOU. Mrs. 
GRONNERT stated that she had been informed by iirs. KRAUSE that the church 
board made a ruling before the departure of Rev. TERRY from the Centenary-— 
Wilbur Church that no more meetings are to be held for outside speakerss:in the 
future unless the church board has passed upon such meeting. This ruling 
came about as a result of anappearanceof SCOTT NEARING at a meeting at the 
Centenary~ilbur Church while Rev. TERRY was minister. A considerable amount 
of dissatisfaction and displeusure was created among church members as a 
result of NEARING's appearance. ; 


Mrs. GRONNERT noted that she understood that Dr. ROBERT ELLIS: was 
violently opposed to Catholism and that his wife prior to their marriage 
was a practicing Catholic; that he has a son who is a Catholic priest and

Dr. ELLIS he commented that he would see Dr. ELLIS the 
following day.

CLAREMCE PERGQUIST, during the meeting, asked 
CHAMBERLIN how the latter stood with the Catholics in the 
ILWU, to which CHAMP:.RELIN replied that he believed ali right, 
noting that Mr. (PRAFCIS) MURVANE was very friendly. 
BERGQUIST, according to informant, then made the comment that 
he "was told" to ask CHAMBERLIN. j 


‘reported that the study group based its 
study on the book, "Economics for the Power Age" written by 
SCOTT TEARING. GLADYS HINDSON outlined briefly the life. 
of SCOTT NEAHING indicating that SCOTT NEARING was a student, 
teacher, lecturer and writer on economics. In 1915 he was 
forced to reisng from a school in Pennsylvania in a famous 
acamenic freedom case involving him. He was expelled from 
the CP in 1929 over differences on the theory of imperialism. 
finding most doors closed to him NEARING then took to writing. 


According to informant, the principles of economics 
were discussed first. A statement that individual and social life 
are conditioned by subsistence was made, to which CHAMBERLIN 
objected, stating that there is more than subsistence than 
food. He made reference to the spiritual powers. 
Pa ae 
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Informant. noted that the group thereupon attempted to show 
CHAMBERLIN that the book they were studying dealt with 
economics rather than spiritual things. Thereafter, the five 
aspects of present day economics were dwelled upon. GLADYS 
HINDSOY pointed out to CHAMBERLIN that the OFSA platform 
contsins the words "planned economy" and he was then asked into 
which of the five economics mentioned does "planned economy" 
fit into, to which he replied "the cooperative economy". 
Informant noted that MELVIN LONDON spoke up stating that a 
cooperative economy is not a planned economy in the true sense 
of the word. CHAMBERLIN said no more. An argument then arose 
between CLARENCE BERGQUIST and MELVIN LONDON over the meaning 
of state capitalism and state socialism. BERGOUIST maintained 
there was no such thing as state socialism, there veiling only 
"socialism." He further commented that he would like to bring 
MORT NEWMAN to settle some of these things. Informant noted 
that CHAMBERLIN was not at all pleased with the argument 
between RERGQUIST and LONDON. 


An argument also arose between LONDON and HINDSON 
over the meaning of capitalism. LONDON maintained that 
capitalism and imperialism were the same thing. 


Another argument arose in which PETER ILIINSKY 
participated over the meaning of fascism. Some of those 
present feeling that we had not reached the state of 
fascism yet while others felt that we had. 


It was decided that they must all study the meaning 
of the words which had been the subjects of arguments. The 
group ultimately decided that the function was to provide 
regular supply of goods and services to a person or a group. 
Informant noted that there was much discussion on the idea of 
"to each according to his ability and for each according to 
his need", CHAMBERLIN commented that he felt some would not 
work and these should be cared for by the surplus. LONDON, 
however, was of the view that those who did not work should 
receive no help unless, of course, they were sick. 
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also reported that it was brought out 
during the meeting of the group that WILLIAM REUBEN, author 
of the book, "The Atom Soy Hoax" had written letters to HELEN 
NEUENSCHYWANDER, HELEN GROSSMAN and ROSH LEOPOLD ssking them 
to arrange speaking engagements for him. It was noted that 
REUBEY is attempting tc gain entry into Canada for the period of

ABE MAGIL . addressed a special meeting held on 10/23/55 
at the home of ROSE and BERNARD LEOPOLD. The LEOPOLDS, however, 
were not present until near the end, | 


MAGIL spoke on world’ conditions, which he described 
as brighter now than for a long time. Conditions are brighter 
for ending the cold war and ending tensions among political 
victims. He spoke of ISAREL,; the Arab countries, China, and 
the attempts of America to dominate the world with the help 
ef England. He said that the United States under the EISENHOWER 
administration should be given no credit for peace but that 
the administration is smart enough to lmow what the people are 
fighting for and are usins this to gain power. It is the 
people themselves who should be given credit for promoting 
peace and for the Geneva Conference. He added that we still 
have a long way to go towards settling the cold war and 
establishing trade with some of the countries he had mentioned. 


Near the’close of his talk, he began to tell his 
listeners what they should do. He stated that they should get 
into all organizations possible and move to elect Democratic 
candidates, not.Republican.

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ROSE LEOPOLD reviewed parts of the book written by 
JOHN WEXLFY on the ROSENBERG case printed by CAMERON and KAHN, 
Mrs. LEOPOLD nected at the outset that WEXLEY since the trial and 
execution of the ROSENBERGS has uncovered much new testimony 
which was not used in the heated hurried trial, She brought out 
in her review that the tragedy of the ROSEIBERG-SCPELL case was 
the fact that the public never did get the real facts. 


She noted that WEXLEY wrote that the trial wes an 
empty ritual; that it did not meet American justice; that he, 


_WEXLEY, had studied the testimony and had an actual transcript. 


LEOPOLD referred to HARRY GOLD, a self confessed spy 
in the trial of a man named BROTHMAN, who was convicted of conspiring 
to obstruct justice shortly prior to the ROSENBTSG trials. GOLD 
was on the stand many days testifying in this BROTHMAN case; that’ 
GOLD freely confessed that he had lied and that he had lived in a 
fantasy world of his own weaving. ®OSE L®OPOLD noted that 
GOLD, whose background was as outlined above; was a witness 
against the ROSEPPELRGS and he was never cross examined in the 
ROSENB*RG-SOBELL case. The jury never knew that COLD was a liar-- 
self confessed. She further pointed out that Judge KAUPMAN, 
who heard the ROSENBERG case, had also heard the case involving 
the trial of BROTHMAN in which GOLD had testified and therefore 
Judge KAUFMAN knew that GOLD was a self-confessed liar. 


ROSE LEOPOLD also made reference to another witness 
named MAX ELITCHER, who testified against SOBFLL, stating that 
ELITCHER was a member of the espionage group of conspirators. 
She noted that it would seem that four years after |LITCHER was 
recruited into the espionage group he still had not stolen any 
documents. Wo plans were taken. She pointed out that “IEXLEY 
has discredited both the testimonies of GOLD and ELITCHER and 
discredited the ROSENBERG trials as a political prosecution 
there having never been any real atomic secrets to steal. 
Informant noted that ROSE LEOFOLD raised the question, which has 
been brought up in the past in other quarters, that if the facts 
outlined in WEXLEY's book are not true, then why hasn't suit an

OREGON COMMITTEE FOR 
DEFENSE OF CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 
According to Portland Confidential Informants T-1 and | 
T-2, the Oregon Committee for the Defense of Constitutional Rights 
was organized originally in January, 1954, as the Emergency 
Committee for the Protection of Constitutional Rights to oppose 
hearings scheduled in Portland, Oregon, by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Since that time, it has been known 
variously by the additional names of Portland Provisional 
Committee for the Preservation of Constitutional Rights, Committee 
for the Proteétion of Constitutional Rights, Committee for the 
Defense of Constitutional Rights, Committee for the Preservation 
of Constitutional Rights, and the Oregon Committee for Constitu- 
tional Rights. Spearheaded originally by members of the Gommunist 
Party faction opposing the present Communist Party leadership in 
Oregon, the Committee was taken over by the current Communist 
Party leaders and has been dominated throughout its existence 


by these individuals. 


Confidential Informant T-3 advised on January 18, 1955, 
that a meeting of this group was held at 8735 N. E. Alberta, 
Portland, on January 10, 1955, and that subject was one of those 
present. JOHN MackKENZIB, who is known to T+3 as a member of the 
Communist Party and one of the four persons indicted by a federal 
grand jury at Portland because of his failure to answer questions 
put to him at a hearing of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in Portland in June of 1954, was the principal speaker. 
MacKENZIE gave a lengthy report on his progress in raising funds 
for the defense of the four indicted individuals. — 


T-3 again furnished information on January 21, 1955, 
reflecting subject's presence at a meeting sponsored by this 
group’ held at Norse Hall, Portland, on January 14, 1955. | 
Reverend STEPHEN FRITCHMAN, a Los Angeles minister, was the 
principal speaker. According to informant, FRITCHMAN remarked 
that he had never met the. four defendants prior to that evening 
but that he was very proud that he could be associated.with such 
fine and upright people. He bragged about how-he himself had "stood 
up to the Un-American Activities Committee and refused to answer 
questions", FRITCHMAN closed his remarks by stating that he was

"comradely people like us here tonight can live and work together 
in the world we are building and working for safe and free From 


this fascist force we are now struggling under”, 


The Fourth Report on Un-American Activities in California, 


1948, page 115, states that Reverend STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN is a 
very active "Communist fronter"™ and that he has been connected 
with at least eight Communist Party front organizations. 


On January 17, 1955,.T-l verified subject's presence 
at the FRITCHMAN meeting held on January 14, 1955, and in 
addition advised that after the meeting a private reception 
was held for FRITCHMAN at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD and that 
those present were known to this informant as being predominantly 
members of the Communist Party. 
On January 27, 1955, Portland Confidential Informant

The "Daily Worker™ is an East Coast Communist Party 
publication. 


‘According to information furnished by T-1 on August 


26, 1955, subject appeared at a meeting held on August 20, 1955, 


at "Norse "Hall | Portland, which meeting was sponsored by a 
committee repre senting five Communist Party clubs operating 
within the City of Portland. The purpose of the meeting was to 
raise funds for the "Daily People's World", During the course of 
the meeting, the film entitled "Salt: of the Barth" was shown for 
the first time in Portland.

On November 9, 1954, Confidential Informant T-8

NATIONAL COMMITTEE TO SECURE 
JUSTICEH IN THE ROSENBERG CASE,

JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MORTON SOBELL were 
convicted in the United States District Court, Southern District 
of New York, on March 29, 1951, of Conspiracy to Comnit tspionage 
on Behalf of the Soviet Union. The ROSENBERGs were sentenced 

o death on April 5, 1951, and MORTON SOBELL to thirty years 
imprisonment on the same date. -JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG were 
legally executed on June 19, 1953, and MORTON SOBELL is currently 
serving his sentence at the United States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, 
California. 
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Confidential Informant T~5 advised on June 7; 1954, 
that the éommittee was attempting to keep alive the ROS sENBERG 
case and fight for the release of MORTON SOBELL Informant 
stated that the Communist Party takes an extremely active. parb in 
assisting the committee. 


T=3 provided information on April 8, 1955, reflecting 
that a meeting spons ored by the National Committee te Secure 
Justice for MORTON SOBELL in the ROSENBERG Gase was held on 
April 6, 1955, at Webb's Hollywood Club at which WILLIAM RUEBEN. 
was featured as the principal speaker. According:-to informant, 
subject was the one person responsible for arranging this meet- 
ing and took a very active part in arranging HUEBEN's 


appearance, 


During the course of RUEBEN's talk which was devoted 
mainly to the ROSENBERG and MORTON SOBELL Case, he stated that 
"communism and Beplonsee had absolutely no connection", 

He repeatedly stated that the ROSENBERGs and SOBELL were 
innocent of the crime for which they. were gonvicted: 


WILLIAM RUEBEN is the author of "Atom Spy Hoax" which 
is said to purport that JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, ALGER HISS, 
and WILLIAM REMINGTON were convicted of espionage on in-" - 
sufficient evidence. = 


T3 provided information on May 4, 1955, indicating 
that a “meeting of this group was held at subject's home, 
1319 S, E, 32nd Place, Portland, on May 3, 1955. According to 
this source, the guest of honor was ROSE SOBELL, mother of MORTON 
SOBELL,. . 


On May 4, 1955, T+1 furnished information reflecting 
the meeting at subject's residence on May 3, 1955, at which 
ROSE SOBELL was the honored eyeete 


T-3 advised on August 11, 1955, that a meeting of 
this group was held at the home oF DON and BETTY WOLLAM, 3154 
S. E. Salmon Street, Portland, on August §, 1955, and that 
subject served in the capacity of chairman. There were approxi- 
mately twenty persons present in addition to the speaker, YURI SUHL, 
and his wife, ISABELLE, According to informant, SUHL is a 
esident of New York and is engaged as a writer, 6ne of his 


‘books being entitled "One Foot in America". Informant stated 


that SUHL told in some detail the history of the SCBELL case 
and strongly denounced the Justice Department for the prosecution 
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of SOBELL. SUHL was very critical of paid informers that were 
being utilized by the Government in the prosecution of espionage 
eases. SUHL also suggested to the group that they draw up a 
petition for the purpose of ousting Attorney General BROWNELL. 


DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM at whose residence the SUHL — 
meeting was held are known to both T-1 and T-3 as being prominent 
members of the Communist Party. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-7 on July 25, 1945, 
furnished information that YURI SUHL, 140 Claremont Avenue, 
New York, New York, whose occupation was a writer, was a paid 
member of the Henry Forbes Club of the Communist Political 
Association (CPA) on May 15, 1945.

The CPA has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


T-1 provided information on August 12, 1955, verifying 
subject's presence at the above described meeting at the home 
of DONALD WOLLAM on August 8, 1955. 


T+2 advised on Getober 24, 1955, that he was in con- 
tact with BETTY WOLLAM on October 20, 1955, to determine 
whether the WOLLAM residence could be used for a Halloween 
party for the Communist clubs in the Portland area so that they 
could raise funds for the National Office. BETTY WOLLAM, 
however, informed informant that a barn dance had. been planned for 
Halloween by ROSE LEOPOLD, and the proceeds were to go to the 
Oregon Committee to Secure Justice for MORTON SOBELL. 


OREGON FEDERATION FOR SOCIAL ACTION 


The Oregon Federation for Social Action, according 
to T-2 and T-6, is the Portland chapter of the Methodist 
Federation for Social Action, also known as the Oregon Chapter, 
Methodist Federation for Social Action, and is heavily infil- 
trated by persons known to them as present Communist Party. 
members and sympathizers who take an active part in its affairs 
and activities. 


The Methodist Federation for Social Action has been 
described by the California Committee on Un-American Activities 
as "among the more conspicuous fronts for Communist activity 
in the field of relief, assistance and welfare work and dealing 
with the problems of the unemployed and under privileged”. 
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According to information received on April 6, 1955, 
from Portland Confidential Informant T-6, a meeting of this 
group was held at the residence of MARK CHAMBERLAIN at Gresham, 
Oregon, on April 3, 1955. Informant identified subject as being 
one of those in attendance during the course of the meeting. 
Informant related that those present engaged themselves in 
preparing letters which were to be directed to Senators and 
Congressmen urging the recall of our fleet from the Formosa 
area with the aim to furthering peace in the Pacific. At the 
conclusion of the meeting, subject announced that on the 
following Wednesday, WILLIAM RUEBEN was to appear in Portland 
at a meeting sponsored by the SOBEL Committee, 


. MARK CHAMBERLAIN is known to T-6 as being the local 
chairman of the Oregon Federation for Social Action. T-6 
furnished additional information on September 12, 1955, to 
the effect that an executive board meeting of the Oregon 
Federation for Social Action,which was held on September ey 
1955, the financial report o of the organization was read, and 
it was observed by informant that subject was a ‘member in good 
standing and had contributed the sum of $5.00. 


On December 6, 19554 T-6 provided information iadi- 
cating that a meeting of the Oregon Federation for Social 
Action was held on December &, 1955, at 1910 N. E. Davis 
Street, Portland, and that subject was the principal speaker. 
Subject devoted her entire remarks to a review of the ROSENBERG - 
SOBELL. gdase.and dwelt at length on the credibility of the 

yitnesses utilized by the Government in the prosecution of

The panel discussion, "Avenues for Peace" was made up 
of VALERIE TAYLOR as chairman, STEFHED VAUSE, IRVING JO™ES, 
LAYTON PICKETT, and MARGARET GUSTAPSON, VALERIE TAYLOR mentioned 
her office in the ILWU as president (North Rend). She told how 
this union works hard for better living conditions and for peace. 
She talked about how those in power in our country desire war because 
this present system cannot exist without war. Mrs. TAYLOR said "we" 
must all do our part in awakening the American people to this fact. 
STEPHEN VAUSE spoke on "Youth Today". He talked about how the 
youth of today will be the leaders tomorrow and therefore must be 
guided in the ways of peace. He said "we" must teach the children 
and young people of our land that there is no necessity for war. 
He went on to say that it is the war mongers in our country that 
promote wars to further their financial gains. STEVE read the 
resolutions of the College Federation Conference held recently at 
Reed Colleges These resolutions stated that "we" should oust

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JOHN FOSTER DULLES and trade with Red China, etc. IRVING JONES, 

a recent delegate to the civil rights conference held in Washington, 
D. C. told of attending the conference. He told of the "terrible 
injustice done to such great and noble workers and fighters for 
civil liberties, better working conditions and peace, as PAUL 
ROBESON, PETTIS PERRY, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and BENJAMIN DAVIS." 

JONES expressed the desire to go on speaking tours: throughout the 
state.

PICKETT, who said he is a Methodist and a professional engineer, 
said it is’ absolutely imperative that "we" have complete disarmament.

complete annihilation". MARGARET GUSTAFSON said-she had been a 
orimary teacher for over eight years. She related how she was). 
unceremoniously let out", because the FBI and some others didn't 
like the peace talks she gave her young students.

She told how her own children answer back when they hear these 

TV warnings of war. She added, "Its because I teach them the truth". 
She urced her listeners to write to the TV stations, protesting

Dr. HARLOW SHAPLEY spoke on "Science and the International 
Scene", He too, talked about how atomic power had been turned to 
works of destruction instead of the good it should be used for. 
He said that there are many in power here who want only to destroy. 


A. A. FISHER spoke on "The Relations of Civil Liberties 
to Peace". "The first thing we must do, he said, is to restore 
our Bill of Rights which has been taken from us". He referred to 
"such heroic fighters for our civil rights as, HARRY BRIDGES, 
LATTIMER and STEVE NELSON. As long as we have men like these, 
we can and will lick these war mongers. We all know that the 
essence of the cold war is aggression, but we are winning.

He went 
on to relate how the prison officials took any prisoner who was 
at all qualified toteach to instruct the other prisoners who were 
lacking in education. He told, however, that he was not allowed 
to teach "because I was a Red". He said jerringly that this prison 
official, on this occasion, requested him to teach the American 
Revolution. He said even though the prison official sat right there, 
"there was nothing he could do but use tact and diplomacy and teach © 
the plain facts", He added with a laugh, "What else could I do? 

A revolution is a revolution! The American Revolution was ‘no 
different than the revolutions these people make so much fuss about." 
He mentioned how this prison official had warned him before the 
class, "to not teach any of that Red stuff." MARZANI bragged about 
how the prison official complimented him on his work, after the 
class. He said this man enthusiastically agreed with everything . 
he had said. MARZANI said, "He didn't know he was agreeing with . 
the very thing he had warned me against", MARZANI went on arrogantly 
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that at the end of his stay in prison, all the prison officials 
agreed with him and complimented him on his ideas. He bragged ahout 
how he told these prison officials that "keeping him in prison was 
not stopping him or his cause." He continued, "the cause he was 
working for would win, that there was no doubt about it.” MARZANI 
gave us this same assurance. He mentioned "brain washing". He said 
brain washing is simply what any good teacher does. It's merely 
cleansing the clearing the mirds of the subjects for accepting 
knowledge and truth." He told how the FRI had visited certain 
publishers and‘had warnedthem not to publish certain books. He said 
he told these publishers that they are letting the American people 
down when they let the FBI intimindate them. He "reminded these 
publishers that it is the FRI that is destroying our Ave rican 
freedom" . 


At the close of the meet ine, MARY MaczWAN invited all 
present to a reception for MARZANI at her home, to be held right 
after this meeting. A collection was taken but the amount was not 
announced, f ; 


ERNEST WAGNER gave[__]a subscription to the DAILY 
PEOPLE'S WORLD, weekend edition, for one year. He was afraid to 
have it come to his home because of his wife's dislike of anything 
left wing. He explained the situation to “ARK CHAMBERLIN and asked 
his permission to have the paper come to his home. CHAMBERLIN 
readily agreed and promised to give WAGNER the paper each week. 
CHAMBERLIN said he would be glad to let WAGNER have his. own copy 

of the PW but he realized that would keep the Party from getting a 
subscription.

indicating that he had a psychiatrist for one hour treating him every- 
day; that he talked politics with the doctor and had the guards 
all reading good progressive books like "Red Star Over China" 
He commented that they had treated him well. Informant described 
MARZANI as a fluent speaker with a sense of humor. He stressed 
in his talk the "smell" of a change. He stated that the greatest 
impact is "Montgomery" in America, referring to the bus boycott 
in Montgomery, Alabama, which he indicated demostrates clearly 
the results of the unity of people around a central pressing issue. 
He described the 50,000 Negroes involved in the bus boycott as 
trail blazers on the road to democracy in America. He added that 
as a result of this demonstration more of us will realize we must 


have unity to guarantee the liberation of America. He stated that 


the Negro people in their fight for democracy will free America 
and will liberate America, He made reference to the progressives 
who snide at religion and then stated:that the Negro has made his 
gains. through religion. He related that dher professions were | 
closed to the Negro but he could be a minister . He.talked to 
his people and has been doing so for years with the result that 
they are now united to a common cause. . He made reference to 
a Rev. XING in Montgomery, Alabama, a Negro of 27 years who he stated 
would go down in history in 30 years and he will we ready to be 
president of the U. S. :

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MARZANI made reference to the NAACP which he described 
as now being a militant organization, referring to the pledge by 
Dixiecrat signers of the Southern Manifesto "to use all lawful 
means to reverse the integration ruling". MARZANI quoted the. 
NAACP as having stated that. the Negro would find no legal way ‘to. 
disobey the law. He stated that the NAACP is organized and it is 
on its way to liberate the Negro. 


MARZANI related that the J. S. is in a stalemate on . 

‘arms with Russia and both sides kmow it. President EISHMHOWER wants . 
peace and the people want peace. President EISENHOWER has repeatedly 
attested to the influence of public opinion on the course and 

outcome of Geneva. MARZANI pointed out that there is activity for. - 
peace everywhere, the American people ring doorbells, and stand 

on crowded corners with petitions and address envelopes like yourselv: 
He veferred to this activity as being carried on by the old, the 
young, the black and the white. 


Again in referring to being able to "smell" a change 
MARZAPI referred to the fact that recently a long article had appearec 
in the "Life" magazine written by HENRY WALLACE saying he supported 
President EISENHO'V'ER because BISENHOWER supported peace. MARZANT 
pointed out that it is not now a "Kiss of Death" to support peace. 
MARZANI made reference to a Mr. and Mrs. RICKEL (ph) 
who were in a prison camp in China for three years and learned 
Chinese fluently. He noted that they now possibly will be tried 
by the governmert and are writing a book on China. He described 
‘them as having courage and noted that Mr. RICKEL already has been 
offered a teaching job at Harvard and it was MARZANI's opinion 
that Mr. RICKELL would be offered a job by the State Department 
in three to four years because of his knowledge of China and the © 
._ Government's need for such knowledge. He commented with reference 
to the RICKELS that the Chinese could not have. obtained their freedom 
without American arms adding how good we were to then. 


In referring to the talk of a ‘thira party, MARZANTI 
noted that (WILLIAM) DU BOIS wants a boycott of both parties. The 
Communists say "Join the Democratic Party", the Monthly Review days 
become socialist; however, MARZANI remarked that if the Dixiecrat:

This concern with our basic security as a country has 


led many people, often in high places, to look for a’ 
scape goat, that is, an easy way to solve our difficulties. 


That scape goat has been spies, espionage agents, sub- 
versives in government. I do not condone such agents, 
but if all communists. and all communist sympathizers 
should quietly die, the fundamental insecurity of this 
country would be the same as it-is now. This very well 


. justified concern for our security in a modern, dan- 


gerous world has led us to do things which will under- 
mine our way of life, ‘our form of government, our 
freedoms. This is my primary concern in this matter. I 
welcome this dinner and this scroll as a means of fight- 
ing.one angle of hysteria, one bad case of injustice, as 
I view it. 


There are many things of this ‘kind, such as: the 
Oppenheimer hearings, Condon’s clearance problems, 
the Lattimore case, passport problems, visa problems, 
etc. If I do not do anything about some of these things 
it is because of lack of energy to do so or because many 
other people have protested them. Perhaps the most 
disturbing feature of many of these procedures is the 
increased use of the professional informer by the De- 
partment of Justice and Congressional Committees. Re- 
cently one of these informers, Mr. Matusow, has stated 
that he has given false testimony and has accused Mr. 
Roy M. Cohn of complicity, which Mr, Cohn has de- 
nied. This’ specific accusation reminds one that Mr. 


Cohn was assistant prosecuting attorney in the Rosén-. 


berg-Sobell case. However, I warn you all that, in my 
opinion, communists, reformed communists and re- 
formed reformed communists are not particularly’ reli- 
able. I do not believe that they are reliable when they 
accuse Mr. Cohn nor when they accuse Mr, Lattimore 
nor when they accuse Mr. Sobell. Yet I am of the 
opinion, after study of the record, that Mr. Cohn’s side 
of this story is incorrect and that Mr. Sobell was not 
properly tried and that the verdict and sentence were 
not justified. 


One cannot separate the discussion of Mr. Sobell from 
a consideration of the Rosenberg case. In fact, one finds 
it difficult to understand what the evidence was against 
Mr. Sobell—for it was certainly far less important than 


that against the Rosenbergs. In fact, the great concern 


about the latter generally obscured the interests of 
Sobell. I wish to give you a brief outline of the case for 
I am sure many of you are not acquainted with the case 
and its general structure. Being a scientist, I have made 
a diagram of the case which enables me to understand 
the relationships.

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The alleged conspiracy is represented by the diagram 
(Fig. 1). In this diagram an arrow pointing from indi- 
vidual A to individual B means that A testified that he 
had contact on espionage matters with B. No such arrow 


“means that the individual denies such contact or there is 


no testimony. A broken line means assumed contact but 


" mo evidence or only indirect evidence. Gold admitted 


that he gave information to Yakovlev, but Yakovlev 
escaped from the U. S. and was not apprehended. Gold 
and Fuchs both admit contact. The Greenglasses admit 
that they gave information to Gold and that they re- 
ceived $500 from Gold which he said he received from 
Yakovlev. The money was accounted for in the Green- 
glass’ bank account. They agreed that they matched the 
pieces of the gelatin box top. Gold said he received his 
half from Yakovlev. The Greenglass portion was in 
Mrs, Greenglass’ hand bag. They say that they received ° 
this from Rosenberg and that the division of the gelatin 
box top occurred in the Rosenberg apartment. The guilt 
of the Greenglasses and Gold was agreed to by all three. 
The Rosenbergs denied dividing the gelatin box lid or 
giving it to the Greenglasses. 


The Greenglasses say that they gave information to 
the Rosenbergs and that they were recruited into espio- 
nage by the Rosenbergs. The Rosenbergs denied this, 
and denied that they had anything to do with espionage 
of any kind. They maintained that their contacts were 
the normal relations of in-laws. (Mrs. Rosenberg was_ 
David Greenglass’ sister). Elitcher and Sobell were col- 
lege acquaintances of Rosenberg. Elitcher testified that 
he and Rosenberg discussed espionage several times, al- 
though he maintained that he and Rosenberg never

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gave each other any secret information. Elitcher had 
been a communist; he had sworn in connection with his 
employment on war work that was not, and. thus had 
committed perjury. He testified that this was so and 


that he hoped for clemency as he testified against Rosen- 


berg. He has. not been indicted. Elitcher testified that he 
drove from Washington to the home of Sobell in 1948 
and that he thought he was being followed by F.B.I. 
agents. He says that when he reached Sobell’s home, 


Sobell was much disturbed by his arrival with F.B.I. ~ 


agents on his trail, and that thereupon the two took a 
can, presumably containing photographic film, to the 
neighborhood of Rosenberg’s home. Elitcher said that 
he waited in the car while Sobell delivered it. This: is 
the only evidence of an overt act on the part of Sobell 
introduced at the trial. Sobell did not take the stand 
in his own defense. Hence a broken line in the diagram. 


The Rosenbergs denied all espionage contacts with 
Elitcher and Sobell. ; 


No evidence was introduced to prove contact between 
Yakovlev and the Rosenbergs. Gold’s testimony estab- 
lished no contact between him and the Rosenbergs. 
Greenglass testified that Rosenberg tried to get him to 
go to college to study atomic physics in order to be 


more valuable as an espionage agent, and the Govern- 


ment inferred that Julius Rosenberg was the center of 
an important spy ring. No evidence, beyond that men- 
tioned above, was introduced in support of this. 


The Rosenbergs denied all accusations but refused to 
answer questions relative to membership in the Com- 
munist Party. They did admit to a very leftish political 
point of view. They never, at any time, admitted any 
traitorous act. Many people with whom I have discussed 


this case do not know this, and I, therefore, emphasize 


it. Had they made any such admission, I would have 
hever spoken one word in regard to the case. 


In general, it is easy to deny accusations, but it is 
difficult to make false accusations without inconsistencies 
appearing in the testimony, and for this reason it is im- 
portant to consider the details of the testimony against 
the Rosenbergs in order to judge its reliability, and it is 


‘important to consider motives and opportunity for 


wrongly accusing the Rosenbergs. Also, if one assumes 
that the evidence against the Rosenbergs was perjured, it 
is necessary to be able to account for the essential facts 


by some other set of contacts. I believe that the essen-- 


tial evidence for the conviction of the Rosenbergs was 
that given by David and Ruth Greenglass, that their 
testimony contains unbelievable statements, that the 
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plausibilities of certain details of their testimony can 
be explained, that they had powerful motives for in- 
volving the Rosenbergs unjustly, and, finally, that all 
the facts of the atomic espionage can be accounted for 
without the involvement of the Rosenbergs at all. 


Elitcher testified to several conversations with Sobell 
in which espionage was discussed, but that no informa- 
tion ever passed between them. Do espionage agents 
constantly discuss their activities with old college friends 
without getting any information? This seems most im- 
probable. The tale that Elitcher, who had never en- 
gaged in espionage, told of accompanying Sobeil on an , 
espionage errand when he believed F.B.I. agents were 
following him seems to me to be completely fantastic. 
Why choose to do this right under the eyes of the 
F.B.1.? 


The bitterness that the case has aroused and the sen- 
tence imposed on the Rosenbergs and on Sobell was 
justified by Judge Kaufman on the basis of atomic 
espionage and yet no evidence was given connecting 
Sobell with this activity at all. In fact, no evidence was 
given except that relating to the transfer of a can con- 
taining 35 mm, film, and that by a confessed perjurer 
hoping for leniency. 


Sobell was convicted and sentenced on the basis that 
he was part of a conspiracy and hence was guilty of 
many things which he personally did not do. Judge 
Jerome Frank stated that he should have been tried on 
a separate conspiracy. Judge Kaufman stated to the jury 
that they could not find Sobell guilty unless they be- 
lieved Elitcher. I find Elitcher’s testimony very doubtful 
—in fact, I find it most unconvincing. We should note 
that no court passed on the credibility of the testimony 
of any witness, due to the fact that higher Federal 
Courts do not review this question. The Supreme Court 
of the U.S. has refused to accept jurisdiction and this 
does not constitute a review of the case. _ _ 

However, to return to the general case, we need to 
recognize that some espionage was performed. Fig. 2 
shows an alternative diagram of the case. This differs 
from the first case only in the shifting of the arrow 


from the Greenglasses to the Rosenbergs to an arrow 
from the Greenglasses to Yakovlev. A contact to another 


agent of the U.S.S.R. would serve as well. 


If the Greenglasses had direct contact with Yakovlev 
or other Russian agents all the requirements of the 
other testimony are met. A gelatin box lid was divided. 
Gold presented one half at Albuquerque which he said 


he got from Yakovlev. The Greenglasses had the other 
half which they said they received from Rosenberg. On 
this basis Rosenberg gave the other half to Yakovlev 
and he in turn gave it to Gold. But, suppose Yakovlev 
divided the lid and gave one half to Gold and the other 
to Greenglass or to Mrs. Greenglass. In this case Rosen- 
berg was unnecessary. Also, the Greenglasses can tell 
a very realistic tale of the division by substituting the 
Rosenbergs for Yakovlev. In fact, the inclusion of the 
Rosenbergs in the conspiracy makes no sense at all. They 
are unnecessary unless Julius was, indeed, the head of a 
big espionage ring, and the proof of the existence of 
that ring is non-existent up to the present time. If only 
the Rosenbergs had confessed! But we are reasoning’ in 
circles, The Rosenbergs were unnecessary to the plot 
and would have been only another point where the 
entire espionage effort could have been discovered. 


If Yakovlev, or another Russian, could contact the 
Rosenbergs, why could he not contact the Greenglasses, 
and then why pass $500 through the Rosenbergs’ hands 
instead of giving it to the Greenglasses directly? Would 
you confess to being the head of a non-existent spy 
ring and let your children live under that stigma, or 
would you go to the electric chair maintaining your 
innocence? The letters’of the Rosenbergs written to each 
other in Sing Sing prison give their answer to exactly 
this question, 


Note where this diagram leaves the Rosenbergs and 
Sobell. Both are completely out of the atomic espionage 
ring and now we ask what did they do?~Even the con- 

_ fessed perjurer’s testimony, except for the one overt act, 
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only states that they talked espionage without ever do- 
ing any. Well, one. should not talk espionage and if 
they had been given five years at Lewisburg, we might 


think justice had been done——that is, if you believe the ~ 


testimony. I do not believe the testimony. 


On such a basis, two people have been executed and 
one is in prison for 30 years on Alcatraz. And where 
are the surely guilty ones? One, David Greenglass, is in 
Lewisburg for 15 years. Two others, Ruth Greenglass 
and Max Elitcher, have never been indicted and tried. 


Would it not be a wonderful trick for the com- 


munists if they could get innocent people sent to the 


electric chair and imprisoned for 30 years and get guilty 
ones set free or given moderate sentences? This is 
exactly what I think has occurred. This is one point to 
which the current hysteria has carried us. 


MOTIVES 


Elitcher had committed perjury and at the time of his 
testimony had not been indicted, tried: and sentenced. 
He has not been so indicted or tried since. Had he been 
sentenced, no matter. to what term, at the time of his 
testimony he would still have been anything but 
a reliable witness. I do not trust communists nor ex-com- 
munists nor perjurers, and I am sure that this view is 
shared by many others. But when pressure is put on such 
people, I trust them to do whatever they think neces- 
sary to get themselves out of their difficulties, especially 


' when wives and children are involved. Surely Elitcher 


was tempted to give the festimony, that the poveraitient 
wished to have. 


The Greenglasses have admitted to a crime for which 
the maximum penalty is death. It-is a custom in the 
United States to give consideration in sentencing a crim- 
inal to the degree of co-operation which he has given to 
the law enforcement authorities during the preparation 


and prosecution of the case. I suppose that criminals are’ 


advised of this situation by their attorneys or in other 
ways. At the time of the trial, David Greenglass had 
been indicted and was on trial but had not been sen- 
tenced, and the sentence could have been death. Ruth 
Greenglass has never been indicted and she was not a 
defendant in the trial. David Greenglass was given a 15 
year prison sentence. It seems to me that the hope of 
lenient treatment must have constitued a motive for co- 
operation with the prosecution. . 


But “cooperation” is not synonymous with perjury 
and accusation against innocent people. Or is it? Does it 


hot depend on what the facts are? If the Greenglasses’ 
contact was Yakovlev and not the Rosenbergs (see 
Fig. 2), the revelation of this fact would have given 
the government nothing since Yakovlev was in Russia. 
What takes place in a criminal’s mind when he is 
trapped and the electric chair appears in his dreams? 
I do not know, but it seems likely to me that both the 
Greenglasses would have confidently expected 30 year 
‘prison terms if they had admitted that their contact was 


_ with Yakovlev or some other agent of the U.S.S.R. 


People ask- why the prosecuting attorney and. the 
F.B.I. and the judge should wish to see two insignificant 
people put to.death unjustly. After considerable conver- 
sation with lawyers on this subject, including one who 
worked on the government side of the case, I conclude 
that lawyers are more interested in the law than in 


justice. Mostly they are interested in whether all the 
legal machinery functions according to all the rules, and 
are not in the least interested in the argument pre- 
sented in this paper. There are exceptions, of course, as 
for example Professor Stephen Love and Professor 
Sharp, who helped the defense during the last weeks 
of the case without remuneration once he believed that 
a serious miscarriage of justice had occurred. However, it 
is my belief that the prosecution believed the Rosenbergs 
guilty. Once having believed the Greenglass account 
and having based the prosecution on this it would be 
difficult to adopt another point of view later. In fact, 


. people do not allow themselves to be convinced that 


they have made such a horrible mistake as I believe has 
occurred. Once the govertiment adopted this theory of 
the case, all concerned with it were trapped and were 
forced to continue to believe it. 


CONCLUSION 


I cannot review in a talk of this kind all the details of 
tHis case:, This is better done by lawyers anyway. I com- 
mend to you Professor Love’s statement on the case and 
Professor Sharp’s book on the subject. But also a word 
in my own defense in presuming to say anything about 
the case. We have public trials in this country. The 
purpose of this surely is not to provide a Roman holi- 
day, a substitute for a gladiatorial, combat; but this is. 
done so that each of us can judge the conduct of the 
trial. This means that you and I have the right to criti- 
cize the court, the jury, the prosecution, the defense, 
everything about it. In criticizing this case, I am exer- 
cising certain rights that were mine at birth and I wish 
to keep them until death. We all of us have the right 
to form an opinion in regard to these matters and mine 
is adverse in regard to this case.

I have discussed this 
question with a man, who saw some of the secret data 
at least. He says that Greenglass’ paper looked to be 
genuine and that it contained valuable information. I 
have accepted this as fact, but does a paper tell you to 


.whom the paper was given? My reply to these insinu- 


ation’ has been just as I have said above. There has 
been no answer to them. Before I accept these state- 
ments they must be told publicly so that we all can 
judge them. 


I have been interested in this case and shall be inter- 
ested in other similar cases because of my concern for 
the integrity of justice in this country. It is better to 
review a case in which we believe injustice has been 
done than to wait for the next one, when further in- 
justice may occur. Will you not all try to do something 
about this. series of doubtful trials or quasi judicial pro- 
cedures that threaten our security as individuals living 
ina great free country.

In fact, the lawyers for Morton Sobell 
—one of the figures in the Rosenberg 
_ Case, now serving a 30-year sentence in 
a Federal penitentiary—have announced 
that they will append “Inquest” to their 
motion for a new trial for their client. 

‘Hoax’: Arguing Sobell’s innocence, 
the motion will claim, as do the Schneirs, 
perjury on the part of Harry Gold and 
David and Ruth Greenglass, the key wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, and forgery 
and suppression of evidence on the part 
of the government. What is being 
charged—and the charge is not new—is 
that the Rosenbergs and Sobell were 
victims of a frame-up, a “fantastic hoax.” 

Whatever the ruling on the motion, 
the Schneirs’ book, like the case itself, is 
disquieting. Not a line of it can be 
readily dismissed as mere apologetics. 
No scrap of evidence is transparently 
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Rosenberg for transmission to Soviet 
agents. Sobell, who was convicted in 
the same trial, had been charged with 
non-atomic espionage. 

The Schneirs dismiss this account. 
“Gold’s word-. . .-was literally worthless,” 
they maintain, as, in their judgment, was 
Greenglass’s. They amass, out of Harry 
Gold’s_ tireless mouth, evidence that 
seems to point to his staggering un- 
reliability—the possessor of one of his- 
tory’s most convenient memories. Even 
when he insisted passionately upon the 
truth of a statement, “absolutely and 
categorically,” he later shifted his 
ground and controverted that statement. 


And he did this, not once or a few ~ 


times, but repeatedly, habitually. Again 
and again, he altered his story, or 
drastically changed it, or embellished it, 
added and removed emphases, refined 
and polished glaring contradictions and 
inconsistencies. And so with Greenglass. 

Gold is made out to seem a 
combination of pathological liar and self-

mory” infinitely susceptible.‘to guidance | 


and manipulation. The Schneirs assert 
that the Rosenbergs were innocent: that 


the plot to obtain 'national-defense in- 


formation for the Soviet Union never 
took place; that the “hoax” was manv- 
factured during the 400 hours of Gold’s 


interrogation by the FBI and his further 


interrogation by government attorneys; 
that Gold and Greenglass had, in fact, 
never met prior to their imprisonment; 
that, in the atmosphere of hysteria sur- 
rounding. the discovery that the Soviets 
had tested an atomic device, scapegoats 
had to be uncovered—or created. 

The Rosenbergs, argue the Schneirs, 
were those scapegoats. And they con- 
clude: “In short, the _ trial—staged 
against a backdrop of national anxiety 
over the Korean War and a possible 
atomic conflict with the Soviet Union— 
was a product of its times, displaying 
in niicrocosm many of the prevalent so- 
ciopolitical assumptions and preoccupa- 
tions of the day.” 

‘Rehash’: Queried about ‘the book, 
two. of the assistant prosecuting attor- 
neys in the Rosenberg-Sobell trial, James 
Kilsheimer IJ] and Roy M. Cohn, scorn- 
fully denied the possibility of judicial 
error. “All I know,” Kilsheimer said, “is 
that the book takes an antigovernment 
position.” Kilsheimer had not read the 
Schneirs’ book but he had read some 
advance publicity of it. “The trial was 
100 per cent fair,’ he said. Cohn 
charged that the book was “a rehash of 
the old left-wing line all over again.” 
The Schneirs, Cohn said, spent hours 
with Mrs. Sobell. “Why didn’t they: talk 
to me or some of the other prosecutors?” 
he asked. (Walter Schneir’s reply was: 
“There is a certain naiveté in going to 
the prosecution and asking: ‘Did you 
frame the case?’ ”) 

Whatever the judgment, the dispute 
will continue. The Rosenbergs lie in an 
unquiet grave.
